Vp State Likely to Do Its Share.
There waa a note of optimism at the

headquarters yesterday not aeen pre-
viously as subscriptions began to In-

crease. Thla was true not only of the
city Itself but of the district outalde of
Stw Tork, about which there has been
no little doubt as to Its ability to sub-
scribe the quota allotted to It. This
doubt proved without foundation, how-
ever, as official reports began to flow In
from districts. Utica and Al-
bany especially sent optimistic news, the
latter reporting that something like

In Hubscrlptlons had already
been received.

Three subscriptions , for 1 10,000,000
were largely responsible for the marked
increaae in the day'a total. One of them
came from the Corn Exchange Bank,
and the two others from the United States
Steel Corporation and the Mutual Life
insurance Company. The last two were
Placed through the First National Bank,
which also took 15,000,000 for Itself,
making t2S.000.000 altogether, the
largest subscription placed by any one
Institution In the present campaign.

An agreement was also announced
yesterday by thirty of the large trust
companies of New York city to facilitate
subscriptions on the Instalment ptan.
This agreement has been signed by all
but two of ths trust companies of the
city. It provides for a uniform scheme
for subscriptions on the Instalment
plan, whereby subscriptions may be
mads for $50 bonds at $1 down and $1
a week until the bond has been paid for
In full. The committee la also desirous
of lining up all or ths national banks
and savings banks In tills respect, and
the opinion was expressed that an an-
nouncement of the completion of this
scheme might be forthcoming the latterpart of this week.

The committee also announced that
progress Is being made In lining up the
organisation which will be responsible
for subscriptions In The Bronx. A com-
mittee was appointed yesterday to
supervise this work, and Cyrus C. Miller,
former Borough President of The Bronx,
was made chairman.

To try to eclipse its record tn the
first loan, when $7,000 municipal em-
ployees became Liberty Loan subscrib-
ers, the municipal committee has been
revived to cover every part of Manhat-
tan, Brooklyn, queens. Richmond and
the Bronx. This committee is headed
by Mayor Mltchel. as honorary chair-
man, and Comptroller Prcii'lergsst as
active chairman.

alone with their 1,100 patients when the
Allies and the inhabitants of Nlsh evac-
uated that town at the approach of the
enemy. Mrs. Maud Metcalf, who was
one of the nurses and who made the
flag, will march with thla detachment.
She is now superintendent of the Park
Hospital.

The dog, who Is appointed by Uie
chief manager of the parade, Joseph
Johnson, to captain the detachment, la
Tristan. He Is a German police dog,
but please don't accent the German.

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TOBACCO SHOPMEN
GET READY FOR TAX

Ltvy Appliea to Stock When
Bill 1$ Signed.

Under1 the provision of tho war tax
bill passed by Congress every retail
dealer In cigars, cigarettes, tobacco nnd
other smoking supplies Is required to
Inventory his stock on hand In order tc.
determine the amount on which taxes
must le paid. The law exempts 1,000
cigars or cigarettes and 100 pounds nf.
tobacco In each store, tnen une-ha- lf nf
the remaining stock Is subject to the
new tax schedules.

Under the taw Inventories must be
made the day after the measure has
been signed by the President and the
obligation to make them rests upon the
dealers. At Uie same time the Internal
Revenue Department will employ a large
force of Inspectors to check up on the
Inventories and make sure that m
frauds are practiced. The law applies
also to varehouses of large concerns
like the United Cigar Stores Company,
A Schulte A Co. and others which con-
duct chains of atores. Stocks In th;s
warehouses must be Inventoried nnd ore
tavihlo the samo as tho stocks of
smaller atorer.

At the offlce of the United Cigar
Stores Company yesterday It was said
that that concern had made complete
preparations for carrying out the terms
of the lav.--, and similar arrangements
have been made by tho Schulte company.
The smaller dealers who may not have
become cognisant of the provisions of
the act are being warned by Charles
Duihklnd, secretary of the Tobacco Mer-
chants AFSoclatlon.

Battle Lines Drawn as Old
ItcRinients Prepare to Reor-

ganize With New Identities.

C, Oct 3. The statement was made at
Division Headquarters to-d- that the
details of the reorganization of the
Twenty-sevent- h Division will be given
out Many sweeping changes
in ssslgnments of officers will be made,
according to all reports. The old Sec-
ond, Third, Seventh and Twenty-thir- d

New Vork Infantry regiments are to be
recruited to the required war strength
of 3,600 and will assume their new desig-
nations. The Colonels of these regiments
will retain their commands, but there
will he many changes in all the other
officers. These four regiments are to be
recruited from the other regiments now
here.

The skeletonised regiments some of
them will be left with only 100 men are
to be formed Into depot battalions and
remain here until the first line regi-
ments move out, and then they will be
brought up to war strength from the
drafted men at Camp Upton.
